New Liskeard Man Identif‘es 
Prison As Hotel Employee 
| In. North Country 


.COBOURG, Ont. Sept. 8 — Ths 
entire story of John H. Lachance, now 
in Cobourg jail on a charge of theft, 
appears to have vanished into thin 
air as the result of a letter recelved 
today by Chief of Police Rase from Dr. 
C. V. Anglin, super'ntenden: of the 
Provincial Hospital at St. John. La- 
chance, whose real name !s McGrath, 
had been released from that institu- 
tion in May, 1922, since which time 
Dr. Anglin has had no further infor- 
mation about him. 

According t6 the records of the St. 
John institution, McGrath was born 
in Chatham, N.B., and is 33 years of 
age. His mother is Mrs. Ambrose 
McGrath, of Chatham, and she had to 
work for a living. . Some time be- 
tween the years 1916 and 1918, -Mc- 
Grath Joined up with the Militia, but 
never went overseas, ¢ lived in 
both Sydney and Halifax. 

Lachance, or McGrath. has been ex- 
amined at the local jail here by Dr. 
T. C. Lapp, who ts not yet ready to 
give a report. He is to appear before 
Police Magistrate Floyd on remand th 
police court, when another remand will 
be_made. - According 10 Dr. Anglin's 
opinion of McGrath, his mental -dis- 
order is of the recurrent type, with 
his attacks few and of brief duration 
far between. Dr. Herriman, superin- 
tendent of the Ontario Hospital vis- 
ited Lachance in jail to see if he could 
identify him as there was a report 
that Lachance had been confined in 
the Orillia Hospital, but Dr. Herrl- 
man was unable to ident'fy him. 

A visitor to Lachance was Charles 
Curtin, of New Liskeard who knew La- 
chance in that town in 1926 and 1927. 
While in New Liskeard Lachance was 
employed as a stable man at the Wind- 
sor Hotel, and he claimed that he had 
a silver plate in his head as a result 
of injuries received in the head while 
overseas with the Canadian forces. Ac- 
cording to’Curtin, Lachance has a good 
education, but was unable to do much 
owing to the attacks he recelvéd as 
the result of his -mental disorders.

INSANITY CLAIMED ;

Kingston, Sept. 20—Wilbert Richard 
Williams, former school teacher, who, 
police claim, admitted that he killed his 
wife because she insisted on his wear- 
ing his slippers ta the bathroom. Wed- 
nesday went on trial for his life. Evi- 
dence ta show that he Was not mental- 
ly responsible for his actions was pre- 
sented by a series of defence witnesses. 
Twenty-two years ago, his brother de- 

clared, the family had decided that 
there was something mentally wrong 
with the accused. 

Relatives: declared that insanity re- 
in the family; that there had betn m- 
termarriage. Associates at the Picton 
Collegiate, where Wiliams’ taught for 
four years, said he was 2 very poor 
teacher and “queer” in his actions. 

W. J. Running, of Owen Sound, fa- 
ther of the murdered woman, said Wil- 
liams had treated his wife so cruelly 
that he could hardly keep his hands off 
him. He was away from the Kingston 
home when the tragedy occurred. “T 
did not want to go, I was afraid there 
would be trouble,” the father declared. 

Dr. C. H. Elliott said that he had 
attempted to have Williams placed in 
an asylum but the family had object- 
ed and the proposal had fallen through.

- During the past year the Internat- 
ional Commit{ee on Business Stand- 
ards set itself the task of creat'ng a 
concrete statement of Kiwanis Busi- 
ness Standards. Such a task inyol- 
ved a careful survey of various codes 


of ethics already inexistence among 


trade and professional associations. It 
also involved creajing a statement 
which would be adapted to the pec- 
uliar purpose of Kiwan's. In order 
that the task might be carried out in 
a ‘thoroughly competent manner it 
was decided to refer certain parts of 
the jask to an expert in this field. 
Professor Fred V. Chew at Indiana 
University was selected for this work. 
Professor Chew carefilly ctudied 
about 200 exist'ng codes of business 
and professional standards and dullt up 
a group of definite ideas appearing 
most’ frequently in these codes. In 
addition he critically surveyed the 
general lijerature of tho field and com- 
piled a bibliography of the most ‘m- 
portant books and magazine articles. 
Recognizing that this process taken 
by itself might result in too theoreti- 
cal a picture of Kiwanis standards, 
jhe committee sent a questionna‘re di- 
rect to Kiwanis clubs. -This question- 
naire contained a number of specific 


stance, under the heading of fair com- 
petition, the spec‘fic statements are 
as follows: 

Klwanls should strive to eradicate 
not only those forms of unfair com- 
petition which have been branded as 
unlawful but also those countless wea- 
pons of deception and injury which 
are so questionable as to conflict with 
the sp'rit of Kiwanis ideals. 

Kiwanis specifically condemns such 
sharp practices as slandering compet- 
itors, hiring employees of’a competitor 
to obtain trade secrets, price favorit- 
ism to special buyers, unfair d‘sclosure 
ef bids, glowing promises which can- 
not be fulfilled, and hidden defects In 
‘merchandise. 

The result of this whole procedure 
has been the setting up'of a perfectly 
tangible and concrete statement of 
Kiwanis Bus'ness Standards., This 
statement ts an elaboration of the ob- 
jective: “To seek an adequate expres~- 
sion of the ideals of Kiwanis as ap- 
plied to business xnd professional 
standards and to promote the accept- . 
ance of those principles. in business 
and profess'opal life.”

In dedicat'ng the new George FP. 
Baktr—Graduate Schoo! of . Business 
Administration, the President of Har- 
yard University is reported as having 
used thjs expression: —“Business, the 
oldest of the arts, the youngest of the 
professions.”
